No flying activity was observed. fon MiGelSs, which were covered «ith 
camouflage nets, were perked at large intervals in the eastern section of the 
field. Two sentries continuously patrolled the dispersal area of these plancs. 
‘ft the same time, the six alert planes still were parked at their previous parking 
site. 
15 dune. There was no flying. 

16 June. Retweon 10 aom. and 7 poms, 41 MiG-15e crossed the field. From the noise - 
25X1 of enginesf home of the plones flew sbove the clouds. 
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17 June. Take-ofis and landings were practiced between 6 a.m. and Jp.um. f, 
twin-engine plane towed a sleeve target at which two NiG-l5s fired with Live 
ammunition. One of the planes was given protection by the other one. 


18 June. Taking off, Landing and firing practices started at 7 a.m. For 
firing practices the aircraft flew in elements of two to the tr:-ining ficld 
toward Belgern. ‘hen returning from there, the planes simulated low level 
attacks on villages. 


19 June. Individual local flights were mede by MiG-15s which had their 
dJanding gears retracted. it the same time, formation flying was practiced 
by formations of 4, 6 and & planes. 4 high-wing monoplane 

left the field about 9:30 a.m. amd returned about 10:30 aam. a twine 
engine plane with double rudder assembly took off about 10230 a.m. 


2l June. Flying was cbserved from 8 a.m. MiGel5s flew in elements of two 
to the Relvern training field. he 25X1 
jet fighters practiced flying near Strehla.* 


The tuke-off and Londing practices were probably performed by young student 
pilots. The eircraft flew rather small circles with their Isnding sears 
extended. Other crews at the field practiced formation flying and firing, 
while the lending gears of the planes were retracted.

On 10 June, 1, soldiers were digging positions at the field, about 120 meters 


north of Alt Loennewitz. On 14 June, SaaS positions, which 
were well camouflaged from aerial observation, extemed clong the southern 


field border north of Alt Loennewitz as far as to.the railroad line leading to 
Falkenberg. Positions were also observed on the western and northern field 
boundaries. In the evening, the emplacements near Alt 29X1 
Loennewits, were occupied by 0 soldiers who wore red=-bordered black 
epaulets. 


Security measures at the field were increased, Sentries patrolled the area 
surrounding the field for two km. All persons who approached this area had 
to present their identity cards. Kecently, vehicles heve been controlled 
there. Neither vehicle drivers nor cyclists were allowed to stop on the road 
along the southern field border. 


On 11 June, truckL loaded with coal and bags and occupied by an 
officer and 4 soldiers went toward Belgern. The sam vehicle, loaded vith 
timber snd lime, was repeatedly observed moving toward Belgern on 16 June.
